Recently the CMC made the state 
ment that the morale of the men was 
good. This isn't altogether true 

I am referring to the group of master 
sergeants, who are over 36 years of age 
By virtue of this fact we can't be con 
sidered for promotion to second lieuten 
ant. The fact that a number of us were 
officers during the last war (ranking 
as high as major) isn't even being con 
sidered 

Marine Corps Memorandum 3-51 
dwelt at great length n the future 
promotion policy, so as not to create 
nequities. Apparently this policy is 
no longer in effect 

Under the present policy, hundreds 
yf us, senior in service, grade and ex 
perience, are barred from the possibility 
of promotion to second lieutenant. This 
definitely creates inequities, the effect 
of which is bound to be felt throughout 
the Corps. Soon some of us will be 
serving under men who served under 
us as privates, when we were officers 

We are fighting against inequality 
and discrimination, and at the same 
time, it exists in the Corps 

It is true that we are eligible for 
promotion to warrant rank. However 
should we receive this rank, inequities 
will still exist. We will still be junior 
to men who were junior to us. Besides 
it will cost us money to accept this 
rank 

Another inequity exists, in the fact 
that, men being considered for warrant
